chargers. He commented that unreliable charging is a barrier to EV growth and recommends
accountability, reliability standards, and third party monitoring to address the issue.
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e Joel Hurewitz commented that with passage of HBO157 in 2022, he believes State and local
weight restrictions are in conflict. He hopes federal funding can help with installing conduit in
residential developments.
